It is interesting to recall the incep­ 
tion of this Golden Rule Day idea, 
which has received enthusiastic en­ 
dorsement from 
President Coolidge

That the idea had its origin in 
geneva, Switzerland, is no occasion 
for surprise, because nearly e v e r y one 
of the great hum anitarian projects of 
today have had their birth in the little

republic,

The first international Golden Rule 
dinner was held at the Hotel d es Ber 
Cues in Geneva on August 30.

Rep­ 
resentatives of twenty-three nations 
were present. 
They elected as th* 
president of their international organ­ 
ization an American, Charles V. Vick 
rey of New York. who has been the 
head of the Near East Relief organiza­ 
tion in America for several ye ars. 
To launch the plans for observance 
of Golden Rule Sunday in America, a I 
similar dinner was held at the Hotel 
Roosevelt in New York a f*-w weeks I 
later. This has been followed by hun- !

ners throughout the United .States, in I 
eluding the occasion in Wash.ngton I 
when I resident ( oui Jg<* was tile pr n ^ 
cipal speaker.

At all these dinners the guests have 
been seated at plain pine tables and

Palestine, hare been used. 
On December 7 every household in 
th© United States is invited to partici­ 
pate In a sim ilar observance, and then 
to send their contribution for the sup­ 
port of this orphanage work during 
the coming year.

So many requests have come into 
the offices of the state board of health 
from towns all over the state asking 
that representatives be sent to present 
the details of the state-wide milk sani­ 
tation program, that Dr. Malone Dug­ 
gan, state health officer, announces 
that these demands w ill be met as soon 
as the limited personnel of the depart­ 
ment can fill all the engagements. 
Denison has the distinction of Inking 
the first town in the state to adopt 
the ordinance, and several of the larger 
cities, such as Houston, Galveston and 
Waco have taken it under considera­ 
tion. 
Th** milk sanitation program is the 
result of a survey m ade by the health j 
departm ent, aided by Mr. Leslie C. j 
Frank, a public health w orker connect- j 
*s1 w ith United States public health 
service. 
Some six hundred ordianees , 
examined disclosed that there were no 
two alike— safe milk meaning one thing 
in one town and another in another 
A fter a careful consideration of the 
ordinances, a milk grading plan th a t 
calls for grades A. B, C and I> iii both 
raw and pasteurized milk w as adopted. 
This type of ordinance alw ays meets 
with the approval of th*’ dairymen, 
because it gives credit for effort and 
money expended. 
This also eliminates 
the practice of allowing poor raw milk 
to be pasteurized and sold under the 
impression th a t it renders it better as 
to food content. 
Milk should be p as­ 
teurized .not as a means of obtaining 
safe milk from poor milk, but as a 
necessary addition to all other safe­ 
guards. 
W hen the ordiance has been adopted 
by the cities of the state, the work of 
of the state board of health will be 
to carry out a plan of classification 
.similar to th a t recently issued on the 
municipal w ater supplies of th*’ state. 
All cities will be classified on their 
milk records and only those adopting 
tins ordinance and enforcing it will be: 
put in class A. 
Women’s clubs over the state are 
urged to include this problem for dis­ 
cussion at their meetings and to put 
it before their commissioners for due 
consideration. 
Upon request a ropy 
of the ordinance and other inform ation 
desired will be sent gladly by the 
health departm ent at Austin.
